the ownership of the rice mill, occurs;

(d) When an expansion of the rice mill, such as is permitted under 

clause (d) of sub-section (3) of section 8 of the Act, is effected.”.

“(3B) If the licensee wishes to replace the whole or any part of the machi- 
nery of the rice mill specified in paragraph 1 of the licence, he may 
do so without prior permission of the licensing officer provided that 
such replacement does not result in an increase in the productive 
capacity of the rice mill. The licensee shall, however, intimate all 
such [replacements to the licensing officer within one 'month pf 
such replacements. Where any alteration is necessary in the des- 
cription of the machinery in the licence as a result of such replace- 
ment, the licensee shall forward to the licensing officer the licence 
along with such intimation.”.

(i) a candidate who holds substantively a permanent post in the Direc- 
torate General of Supplies and Disposals; this relaxation will not 
be admissible to a probationer appointed against a permanent 
post in the Department, during the period of his probation; 

(ii) a candidate who has been continuously In temporary service in the 
Directorate General of Supplies and Disposals for at least three 
years: 

Provided that no candidate shall be permitted, under the relaxation of the upper 
age limit mentioned in this clause, to complete more than three times at the ex- 
amination. 

(c) The upper age limit relaxable under clause (b) will be further re- 

taxable — 

(1) upto a maximum of five years, if a candidate belongs to a Scheduled 
Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years, if a candidate is a bona fide 
displaced person from East Pakistan and has migrated to India 
on or after January 1, 1964; 

(III) up to a maximum of eight years, if a candidate belongs to a Schedul- 
ed Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and is also a bona fide displaced 
person from East Pakistan and has migrated to India on or after 
the 1st January, 1964; 

(iv) up to a maximum of three years, if a candidate is a resident of the 

Union Territory of Pondicherry and has received education through 
the medium of French at one stage or other; 

(v) up to a maximum of four years. If a candidate belongs to the Anda- 

man and Nicobar Islands; 
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(vl) up to a maximum of three years, if a candidate is an Indian Citizen 

and is a repatriate from Ceylon; 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years, if a candidate is a resident of the 
Union Territory of Goa, Daman and Diu; and 

(viii) up to a maximum of three years, if a candidate is of Indian origin 
and has migrated from Kenya, Uganda or the United Republic of 
Tanzania (.formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar). 

Note 1.— If the examination referred to ubove is a combined examination for 
the purpose of making appointments to more than one Service or post, a candidate 
shall be deemed to have competed at the examination for all the Services or posts 
ordinarily covered by the examination, if he competes for any one or more of the 
Services or posts. 

Note 2.— A candidate shall bo deemed to have competed at the examination 
if he actually appears in any one or more subjects. 

Note 3.— The candidature of a person who is admitted to the examination under 
the age concession mentioned in clause (b) Is liable to be cancelled; if after sub- 
mitting his application for the examination he resigns from the Service or his 
services are terminated by his department, either before or after taking, the ex- 
amination. He will, however, continue to be eligible to compete for the examina- 
tion if he is retrenched from the Service or post after submitting his application 
for the examination. 

Note 4.— A candidate who, after submitting his application to the Directorate 
General of Supplies and Disposals, is transferred to another department of office, 
will be eligible to compete under the age concession mentioned in clause (b) for 
appointment to the Service, for which he would have been eligible but for his trans- 
fer, provided that his application is forwarded by the Directorate General of Sup- 
plies and Dlsposuls. 

Note 5. — A candidate already In Government service, whether in a permanent 
or a temporary capacity, shall obtain prior permission of the Head of the Depart- 
ment to compete for the examination. 

(d) Save as provided in clauses (b) and (c), the age limits prescribed in 
clause la) shall in no case be relaxed.”
